Price Index (CPI) up 0.8 per 
cent last month, Central Bu-

SYRIAN BORDER QUIET

Ben-Horin said despite attempts 
to camouflage themselves with mis- 
leading names, the Arab under- 
ground groups receive military, 
financial, diplomatic and propaganda 
support from Arab governments 
where they had their bases.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Henry A. 
Kissinger was attacked as a war 
criminal and a racist on Friday by 
“witneases opposing his nomination 
to be Secretary of State, 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee concluded public hear- 
ings on the nomination lstening to 
10 opponents. They were criticizing 


the Rev. Dougias Moore, representing 
the Black United Front of Wash- 
ington. 

Moore said Kissinger has met with 
dewish leaders concerned about the 
plight of Jews in Russia, but never 
with Black

American combat on August 15, 
Gruening said, “the Nixon-Kissinger 
team has made it plain that it 
hasn't given up... It will try with 
American dollars and hired mer- 
cenaries to perpetuate its domina- 
tton of Southeast Asia. And if so 
there will be no peace.” 

Rep. Donald M. Fraser, D-Mine- 
sota, speaking as National Chairman 
of Americans for Democratic Action, 
criticized Kissinger’s acquiescence in 
wiretapping and in the secret bomb- 
ing of Cambodia in 1969 and 1970. 

He asked that confirmation be 
withheld without complete assurance 
that the Administration will, keep 
Congress informed and not engage 
in military combat without congres- 
sional approval, 

Saul H. Mendlovich, Rutgers Uni- 
veralty professor, accused Kissinger 
of “deep involvement in the most 
brutal use of armed violence against 
human beings in the post World 
War I era. 

“Indeed, were an appropriate tri- 
bunal to be established, Mr. Kissin- 
ger would today face charges as a 
war criminal,” he said, 

The “racist charge came from 


Dr. Wiliam A. Small, president 
of the Federation of American Arab 
Organizations, said he believes Kis- 
singer to be intellectually honest in 
stating that his religious background 
will not affect his policy decisions. 

“We are not sure however that

Court suggests 
compromise on 
secret tapes 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
White House yesterday delayed 
comment on a compromise sug- 
gested by the U.S. Court of. Ap- 
peals over President Nixon's refu- 
sal to release tape recordings of 
Watergate conversations. 

The appeals court Friday issued 
a unanimous Memorandum urging 
the President and special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox to avoid 
further confrontations and settle the 
issue privately. Mr. Cox immedia- 
tely agreed to the meeting. 

The court’s specific recommenda- 
tion was that lawyers for the Pre- 
sident and Mr. Cox should examine 
the tapes and agree on what parts 
could be submitted to the grand 


jury. 

Mr. Cox and the Senate Water- 
gate Committee, which also wants 
to hear the tapes, contend the re- 
cordings could support or refute 
claims by ousted White House coun- 
sel John Deen that Mr. Nixon knew 
as long ago as last September of 
the attempted high-level cover-up 
of the bugging of the Democratic 
Party headquarters. 

Mr. Nixon has refused to release 
the tapes on the grounds that to 
do so would destroy the confiden- 
tial nature of private conversations 
and would deal a severe blow to 
the presidency itself.
